Last week, nearly all our despatches from Europe, told of 
an approaching war. This week all is changed, and we hear 
of nothing but what indicates peace, And this grand change, 
weare proud to add, has been wrought by our own good 
peace-loving Queen. How powerless! yet, at the same time, 
how powerful! is the sovereign of Great Britain? Be that 
sovereign an ambitious and warlike soldier-King, or a kind- 
hearted and sympathising Queen, the national influence, for 
good or for evil, still i ively the same. But 
not so with the individual head Of the nation. Happily for 
this generation, the very name of England’s present sovereign 
has become a household word throughout the whole civilized 
world. Wherever the English language is spoken—as wel! 
as in many countries where it is not—* Victoria” has been a 
familiar name; and one, too, that not ouly commands 
respect, but inspires admiration wh it is p d 

It is not surprising, then, that the confidential note of Queen 
Victoria, addressed to.a Sovereign whose grandchildren are 
also Her Majesty’s, should be justly heeded; and that the 
@words of two mighty nations should be simultaneously 
sheathed, at the mere suggestion of an unpretending, but true 
and worthy woman.

The Eastern Question in the Conference, 
The Luxemburg question although an important, is not the 
only, or most important, problem which will come up for so- 
lution before the statesmen who will next week assemble in 
London at the call of Lord Stanley. The recent insurrection 
in Crete has revived the famed Eastern question, which Eu- 


| ropean diplomatists hoped to hold in abeyanee, if not finally 


settle, by a laisses-aller policy which should temporarily ignore 
it, The patriotiamsof the Cretans, the ambition of the Greeks, 
and the stupid wrong-headedness of the Turks, however, 
have forbidden this, and the perturbed ghost of the Eastern, 
equally with the late Schleswig Holstein, difficulty, will per- 
sistently demand the attention of Lord Stanley and his as- 
sociates, and claim the right to be “laid,” at least by some of 
those palliatives by which diplomacy ever seeks to evade 
difficulties and postpone the evil day. What course may be 
pursued by the London conference relative to Crete, it would 
at this moment be useless to speculate, but light may be 
thrown on the subject by a notice of the most recent diploma- 
tic action on the subject before the idea of a Conference 
had been suggested. 

It is a singular fact that the Cretan insurrection, although 


power of the Sultan, the Cretans have by the yery 
hopelessness of their struggle and the justice of 
their cause, challenged the sympathy of Christendom, and 
created complications which have compelled the atten- 
tion and action of the diplomatists and professional politi- 
cians. Thus, looking to the material results of the contest, it 
seems strange to see the combined representatives of the great 
Powers demanding from Turkey the very boon which the 
Cretans have for years struggled for with signal failure—the 
cession of Candia to Greece. This action took place on 
March 29, when the ministers in a body preferred their re- 
quest to the Turkish government, headed by M. Bourrée, the 
French ambassador. Thus led, the diplomatic commitwe 
doubtless presented their petition in the most favourable as- 
pect, as, since the Crimean war, French influence has been 
paramount at Constantinople. To this demand the Turkish 
ministers returned a positive denial, Fuad Pasha declaring 
that they would grant the request only when made ‘after a 
victory on the part of the insurgents as decisive as that of 
Navarino. The day following, March 80, the representatives 
of Russia, Austria, Prussia, and Italy, one after the other, re- 
paired to the Grand Vizier and Fuad Pasha, making the same 
request but meeting the same refusal, After these unsuccess- 
fal efforts the Russian minister is said to have proposed to 
M. Bourrée a visit of the ambassadors in a body to press their 
claim upon the Sultan in person, but the proposal was not 
agreed toand here the matter rests, awaiting the action of 
the Conference, It is significant in this connection that Lord 
Lyons bad received from his government instructions to ab- 
stain from joining in these representations, and in such a 
case to abstain was to oppose, It is possible that this action 
of Great Britain may have had considerable inflvence upon 
the decision of the Sublime Porte. However this may be, the 
true course for Turkey is doubtless to yield to the reasonable 
request of the msjority of the Great Powers. It is very natu- 
ral that she should be unwilling to grant to diplomacy what 
a prolonged insurrection sympathized with, if not sctually 
countenanced, by all Christendom, had been unable to obtain, 
but she should remember that her very existence as a nation 
depends altogether upon the sufferance of the very Powers 
which make this demand, and that deprived of their support 
the “sick map” would at once fall a prey to the malady 
which has long fed upon his vitals. - Turkey is thus at the 
mercy of the governments whose representatives are about to

With an outbreak of 
the most serious character liable to occur any moment at 
home, and with the war vessels of the first maritime Power 
in. Europe lying off Cadiz, and demanding reparation for 
gross injustice in terms that do not admit of trifling or 
Sokidon, tho Gganiah Government presents a sorry spectacle. 
The recall of the banished Liberals was doubtless a grave 
error. Asa concession, it came too late to appease the just 
anger of the Spanish people, and only gave to the republican 
party at Madrid what it most needed—the presence and ad- 
vice of its leaders. That Isabella realizes how critical is her 
present position, seems probable from several “ straws” 
which plainly show the current of the royal thought, and 
prominent among which is the fact that she has already sent 
her most valuable jewels to London, and seems generally 
to be preparing for what mariners term “nasty weather.” 
In spite of these threatening portents, however, the past 
history of the Castillians, leads us to expect that their wary, 
if unscrupulous, Sovereign, will throw overboard much of 
the cargo from the ship of state before a direct confiict with 
the people, or a foreign war with so powerful an adversary as 
Great Britain, is engaged iu. There is little doubt but that 
Narvaez will be sacrificed pow as he has frequently been be 
fore, to the difficulties of the ‘ situation,” and that the Queen 
will go on compromising with the inevitable so long as com- 
shall be possible. Exactly how long this will be it 
is of course impossible to predict, but that a change must 
come sooner or later, must be patent to the most prejudiced. 
Liberal ideas are penetrating even the Spanish peninsula—the 
dafkest corner of Europe—and in proportion as they permeate 
the masses does the hour of the dawn of good government 
draw near. The dense cloud of ignorance that at present 
rests upon the Spanish intellect must be dispersed, but 
whether dissipated by a great domestic convulsion, or a hu- 
miliating defeat at the hands of a foreign Power, it can only 
result in unmixed good to the Spanish people.

In work Mr, Du Chaillu goes over ground which’ he 
broke, so to say, in his first volume, and which he had many 
reasons for revisiting, not the least of which was a desire to 
clear himself from the charges which had been brought 
against him in with hig narration of certain occur. 
rences on his former journey, These charges,so far as we 
remember them, were chiefly in regard to the gorilla, its habits 
in,a wild state, etc., and, lastly, whether Mr. Du Chaillu shot 
or eould shoot it, as he claimed ; incidental to this were geo- 
graphical questions, mostly of distances, we believe, over 
which sundry learned closet geographers shook their sagacious 
heads. Partly to prove that he was not the impostor he had 
been. made out to be, and partly with the traveller's desire to 
penetrate further into Equatorfal Africa than he had done at 
first, Mr. Du Chailiu set about his second journey after prepar- 
ing himself for it as thoroughly as he could by a course of scien- 
tifie studies, Where he went and what he underwent, what 
he said and what he did—this is the substance of his narrative 
which on the whole is quite interesting. The impression 
that it leaves upon our minds is much the same as we retain 
of most works of African travel of the present time. Mr. Du 
Chaillu found it difficult to get on with the baggage which it 
was indspensable should be carried with him—first, because 
the necessary black porters were hard to obtain, and when 
obtained harder to manage, and second, because he azd his 
party were detained at every petty little town, by the king, 
or chief, or head of the tribe. Much palaver ensued, many 
presents were made, and finally they were allowed to leave, 
to undergo the same treatment a few miles further on. “In 
truth,” says Mr. Du Chaillu, “ itis enough to wear a man out. 
1t is a tremendous task that I have undertaken. The ordinary 
difficulties of the way, the toilsome marches, the night watch- 
ers, the crossing of rivers, the great heat, ate as nothing com- 
pared with the obstacles which these vill 
throwin our way. I begin to dread the sight of an inhabited 
place. Either the panic-stricken people fly from me, or re- 
main to bore me by their insatiable curiosity, fickleness, greedi- 
ness and intolerable din. Nevertheless I am obliged to do all 
I can think of to conciliate them, for I cannot do without 
them, it being impossible to travel without guides through this 
wilderness of forests, where the paths are so intricate ; besides 
we could not make our appearance in the villages without 
some one to take us there and say a good word for us.” He 
describes the means that he used to conciliate these fickle and 
wayward images of God in ebony, to use old Futler’s expres- 
sion, and adds, “ And after all these exertions to win their 
favour and friendship I never knew for certain, when we en- 
tered a village, whether we might not be received with a 
shower of poisoned arrows.” Whether Mr. Du Chaillu has 
added to his knowledge of the gorilla we cannot say, not 
having his first volume at hand, but it is certain that he shot 
none on his second expedition, though he was several times 
a spectator of their woodland pranks, and on one occasion at 
no very great distance. It was while making short journey 
to the Samba Nagoshi Falls. “I was going along a little ahead of 
my party, when my reverie was suddenly disturbed by a loud 
crashing and rustling in the trees before me. Thinking it 
might be a flock of monkeys feeding on some wild fruit-tree, 
I looked up, peered through the thick foliage, and was tho- 
roughly. roused by seeing on a large tree a whole group of 
gorillas, I bad nothing but a walking stick in my hand, but 
was so struck at the sight that I was riveted to the spot. 
Meantime the animals bad seen me, and began to hurry down 
the tree, making the thinner boughs bend with their weight, 
An old male, apparently the guardian of the flock, alone made 
a bold stand, and stared at me through an opening in the 
foliage. I could see his hideous black face, ferocious eyes, 
and eye-brows, as he glared defiance at me. Inmy 
unarmed condition I began to think of retracing my steps, 
but the rest of my purty coming up at the moment, with clat- 
ter of voices, altered the state of things. Theshaggy monster 
raised acry of alarm, scrambled to the ground through the 
entangling lianas that were around the tree trunk, and soon 
disappeared into the jungle in the same direction as his 
mates.” For the negroes which Mr. Du Chaiilu encountered 
along his route—they are in the main like those with which 
we are fainiliar in similar works of travel; having the same 
habite—among which laziness is perhaps the one most in- 
veterate and most incurable—the same superstitions, for reli- 
gion; in any sense of the word, they cannot be said to have at 
all, and the same incapacity, at least on their own soil, for any 
but the merest and briefest. approaches to civilization. “I be- 
lieve,” is the conclusion of Mr. Du Chaillu, “that the negro 
may become a more useful member of mankind than at pre- 
sent ; that he may be raised to a higher standard; but that, 
if left to himself, he will soon fall back into barbarism, for we 
have no example to the contrary. In his own country, the 
efforts of the missionaries for hundreds of years haye had no 
effect ;, the missionary goes away, the people relapse into bar- 
barism. Though a people may be taught the arts and sci- 
ences known by more gifted nations, unless they have the 
power 6f progression in themselves, they must inevitably re- 


lapse, in the course of time, into-their former state. Of all 
the uncivilized races of men the negro has been found to be 
the miost tractable and the most Uocile, and he possesses excel- 
lent qualities that compensate in @ great measure for his bad 
ones. We ought therefore to be kind to him, and try to edu- 


cate him. That he will disappear in time from his land, I 
have no doubt; and that he will follow, in the:course of time, 
the inferior races who have preceded him. So let us write 
his history.” 


A prolific epoch of literature is usually followed by a bar- 
ren one, or one which if not entirely barren, might as well be 
80, for any addition that it makes to the real enjoyment of 
after-time. And as with prolific epochs, so with those which 
are creative, and which are generally succeeded by seasons of 
sterility, or seasons of which the only growth is the negative 
one of criticism. We have no disposition to undervalue 
criticiam, but many and solid reasons for upholding 
it, and doing what lies in our power towards spread- 
ing its, influence over the world of letters. We would 
be the last, however, to have criticism usurp functions which 
do not properly belong to it, least of all would we have it set 
itself up as the superior, or even the equal, of the creative 
power ; in short we would not permit it to tyrannise when; it 
should merely rule. A critical age being Jater than a creative 
one, the first indication of its coming is a sign that the decay 
of productiveness has already commenced. The men who 
can create are not content to criticise, but the men who are 
not creators must be content to be critics, since, like Iago, 
they are “ nothing if not critical.” Just at present there is a 
rage for verbal criticism, both in England and this country— 
a philological hydrophobia, if we may be allowed the ex- 
pression, which has seized upon several indifferent writers, 
as Dean Alford, who has taken the Queen's English in charge; 
Mr. George Washington Moon, who has undertaken to doctor 
the Dean's Hnglish ; and, on this side of the water, Mr. Ed- 
ward 8. Gould, who has just published, through Mr. W. J 
Widdleton, a rambling volume, with the rather pretentious 
title of Good English. Now good English is precisely what 
neither Mr. Gould, nor the gentlemen just named, write, a 
fact of which they appear to be profoundly ignorant. They 
may help others by the rules which they lay down, but they 
certainly cannot help themselves. It is well enough to know 
these rules, or would be, if they were only settled, which is 
by no means the case at present, but something more than 
such knowledge is indispensable to the attainment of good 
English, whether in writing or speaking. Thackeray wrote, 
we think, a good English style, but it would not pass muster 
before Mr. Gould, Mr. Moon, or Deap Alford. Dickens’s 
style is good, but it will not bear the microscopic examination 
of these verbalists : neither will Hawthorne’s, which we take 
to be the finest in the whole range of English prose. Judged 
by his own rules, Dean Alford is a correct writer, but Mr. 
Moon hacks him to pieces mercilessly, and is hacked to pieces 
by others inturn. Mr. Gould runs his muck, much in the 
same fashion, and, we suppose, will meet with the same fate 
although not at our hands, for really we have neither time 
nor inclination for this murderous sort of work. Making no 
pretensions to perfection, we are piteously inclined, as our 
readers can bear witness, towards literary sinners of all de- 
grees, especially those whose grammatical education was 
neglected in youth, as Shakespeare’s probably was, and those 
who write as the spirit within prompts, caring more for what 
they say than how they say it, among which class of verbal 
reprobates Emerson and Carlyle are certainly rank offenders. 
Mr. Gould’s book contains some things that are worth know- 
ing, and we advise such of our readers as are curious con- 
cerning niceties of grammar and construction, to look it over 
at their leisure. 








Messrs. Ticknor and Fields have recently made two addi- 
tions to their diminutive series of the works of popular au- 
thors in prose and verse, one Zhe Life and Adventures of 
Nicholas Nickleby, being the fourth volume of their Diamond 
edition of Dickens, the other Zhe Poetical Works of Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow. It is rather late in the day to say 
anything about Nicholas Nickleby, the second fiction from the 
pen of the youthful romancer who took England by storm 
some thirty years ago by his Pickwick Papers, and one which 
must always rank among his master-pieces. With alittle too 
much of the melo-dramatic element, which is a weakness of 
the genius of Dickens, and a very odd one, considering his 
powers as a humourist—Jicholas Nickleby contains characters 
which their creator has never excelled, and probably never 
will. Among those are Newman Noggs, Smike and Cram- 
mies. It is not easy to tell which of thetwo main objects of 
the story is the better—the exposé of the Yorkshire 
system of schooling, or the delineation of the thea- 
trical life of Nicholas; for our own part we prefer the 
latter, the enormities of the Squeers family and the sufferings 
of poor Smike affecting us like a painful reality. The feature 
of the new edition is, of course, the illustrations of Mr. Sol. 
Eytinge, Jun., who has done better in the present instance 
than ever before. If we were called upon to decide which of 
his sixteen illustrations were the best, we should be puzzled 
to do so; we are clear, however, as to those which we like 
best, and those are, Miss La Creevy, Henrietta Petowker, Mr. 
and Mrs. Crummies and the Phenomenon, Mr. and Madame 
Mantalini, John and Mrs. Browdie and Fanny Squeers, Ralph 
Nickleby and Arthur Gride, the Kenwigs Family and Mr.

‘* T enter, and I see thee in the gloom 
Of the long aisles, O poet saturnine! 
And strive to make my step keep pace with thine. 
The air is filled with some unknown perfume ; 
The congregation of the dead make room 
For thee to pass ; the votive tapers shine ; 
Like rooks that haunt Ravenna’s groves of pine 
The hovering echoes fly from tomb to tomb. 
From the confessionals I hear arise 
Rehearsals of forgotten tragedies, 
And lamentations from the crypts below : 
And then a voice celestial, that begins 
With the pathetic words, ‘ Although your sins 
As scarlet be,’ and endé with ‘as the snow.’”’

EXHIBITION OF THE NATIONAL ACADEMY OF DBSIGN. 
The large full-length portrait of the late Dr. Kane, the 
Arctic explorer, No. 413, painted by Mr. Thomas Hicks, has 
a very prominent place accorded to it on the line, to the ex- 
clusion of pictures that might have figured much better there. 
It is weak both in drawing and colour, the only bit of it pos- 
sessing any merit being the right-hand portion, comprising 
certain objects of-still-life and drapery tolerably well grouped. 
Among the portraits contributed by Mr. W. 0. Stone, the 
greater number are those of ladies and children, and several 
of them are treated in the pleasant and «.ociful, though rather 
too florid, style of this artist. Hie portrait of “General Van 
Vieit.” No. 235, possesses a good des! of character, but there 
is more force in another portrait of a gentleman from Mr. 
Stone’s pencil, No. 458. Mr. Patania’s “ Half-length of a 
Lady,” No. 482, is one of the best portraits on the Academy 
walls, It is marked with truthfulness, and rich in colour and 
glowing light. A well painted portrait, pearly in tone, and 
pleasing for quiet colour, is one of a lady, three-quarter 
length, No. 228. It is from the easel of Mr. G. Gerhard, a 
rising young German artist of this city. Another portrait 
from the same pencil—one of a gentleman, No. 449, appears 
to be painted in a bold, firm manner, but it is hung almost 
out of sight. Among portraits by Mr. J. O. Eaton, one that 
struck us as being remarkably well drawn and painted is that 
of a gentleman, marked in the catalogue 279. Mr. Powell’s 
equestrian portrait of General McClellan, No. 177, which be- 
longs to the collection in the City Hall, is prominently placed 
in the corridor, and is the first picture that attracts the eye of 
the visitor, from its position at the head of the stairs. It is a 
good enongh City Hall picture, and that is all we have to ssy 
about it. The portraits of Mr. Thomas Le Clear, of which 
there are four in the galleries, are marked by too florid a hue 
in the flesh tints. We speak here of the two that have been 
examined by us, Nos. 319 and 402, both portraits of gentle- 
men. The portraits painted by this artist are excellent like- 
nesses, and, as a general thing, they are executed in a plea- 
sant, sketchy manner. The “Portrait of Major Philip Schuyler,” 
No. 474, by M. W. R. Staigg, is life-like, and strongly, though 
sketchingly painted with the background roughly laid on some- 
what after the manner of Sir Thomas Lawrence, Asa cabinet 
portrait, much praise is due to that numbered 397, painted 
by Mr. Eastman Johnson. It is a small picture of an 
elderly lady, seated, with a number of accessories around 
such as belong to the dwellings of luxury and ease— 
all painted with great fidelity and care. Among the 
portraits contributed by Mr. Joseph Fagnani, the 
strongest is that of himself, No. 206. That of “Mrs, Fre- 
mont,” No, 484, is exaggerated in proportion as well as 
in colour; while that of ‘Major-General Fremont,” No.
